“THE TRIBUNE” BUILDING. 

The election returns were displayed by means 
of a steriopticon in THe Trisune Building to a 
large crowd on Madison street during the even- 
ing. The returns from Massachusetts were 
given eariy in the evening, and excited favorabie 
comment on the street from ail parties. The 
results came in slowly, but were promptly shown 
in large letters by the aid of the powerful hight 
and magnifier: The arrangement proved a suc- 
cess in every respect, and spread the good news 
before a large number of passersby. 

THE SHERMAN. 

The dispatches, aud returns of the election 
were received at the Sherman House Exchange 
in the presence of a large crowd. The returus 
from some of the smaller precincts of the 
Eighth Ward were the first to arrive, but created 
no commeut on account of their comparative 
insignificance. The opinion was prevalent there 
early in the evening that Hoffman had a “ sure 
thing ’’: but as the crowd had. strongly-devel- 
ope emocratic tendencies, all returns indicat- 
ing any on of the election of Kern 
were received with loud applause. The reports 
from the Second Ward, showing a small vote for 
Voolittie, seemed to be peculiarly gratifying to 
those present. The crowd continued to increase 
up to a late hour, and were excited as crowds 
are by the reports from wards voting in different 
directions. The returns early showed, how- 
ever, that a Republican success was more than 
probable, and the main interest thenceforth was 
in figuring out majorities and capvass- 
ing the respective running qualities of the 
different candidates. Everything was conducted 
in an orderly manner, and the returns were re- 
ceived with so much indifference that it was 
apparent that each one knew, or thought ne 
knew, just how the vote was going. 

THE REPUBLICAN HEADQUAKTERS 
at Nos. 107 and 109 Lake street, were not opened 
during the evening, the attractions at the vari- 
ous places where the returns were received 
rendering it unnecessary to keep open any gen- 
eral county headquarters. 
PETTY BOWs. 

At 9 o'clock last evening at the Fourth Pre- 
cinct of the Thirteenth Ward, located at the 
corner of Paulina aod Indiana streets, William 
Brogan, 20 years of age, engaged in a scutile 
with a young map named Devlin, which result- 
ed in Brogan being severely cut on the back of 
the head with a knife in the hands of his antag- 
ovist.. It ts not known whether it was inten- 
tion al or accidental, as there was no bad feeling 
between them.

The Su- 
pervisor upon questioning him ascertained tnat 
be had never taken out his naturalization pa- 

vers, nor sworn allegiance to the Republic. 

beth Miller and Dornbusch were arrested by 
eer McTigue aud ‘locked up at the West 
Twelfth Street Station. 

A little scuffle occurred at the Second Pre- 
cinct of the Seventh Ward during the after- 
noon over some split tickets in the interest of 
Kern, but it was quieted by the police without 
anv arrests being made. 

A fellow named Green was arrested at the 
Eighth Precinct of the Seventh Ward for disor- 
derly conduct and marched off to the lockup. 
No other disturbance occurred to rafile the 
tranquillity of that locality during the day. 

The election was characterized by a quietude 
which reached even into duliness, and tae usual 
features of a voting-day in Cuicago were abso- 
lutelx wanting. The ward thumper aud 
rounder, the slugger and the thug, failed to make 
their baieful presence manifest, and, whatever 
else it may have been, the fali election of 1878 
passed off as easily as if Chicago, instead of a 
city of half a million people, had been a country 
town, with one-fifth of that number of inhabit- 
ants. Although the usual 1 1A about 
closing the saloons (an edict more talked of 
than honored, as a rule) had not deen issued, 
there was little drunkenness. The dav was 
fine, the only drawback being a light shower 
during the afternoon, and no voter could plead 
the discomforts of the weather as an excuse for 
the negiect of his duty. 

An extended tour through the districts which, 
on ordinary elecition-days, produce a vientiful 
crop of black eyes and bloody noses, failed to 
yield a single item. The police oiflicers at the 
polling places all told the same story: Row! 
Aud where would ye be looking for a row to- 
day? Sure the boys must be all dead.” There 
was considerable challenging of men who had 
neglected to register, but a visit to a notarv was 
the only result, and the voter put in his bailot 
quietly and started for home. The knock-down 
and drag-out concomitants of a hotly-contested 
election in a big city were utterly wanting, and 
men went to the polls as to any other business, 
and as quietly. Ai! day long the candidates, 
their Triends, and the friends of their 
friends, drove around in hacks and buggics, 
cheering. up their supporters here, dispensing 
tickets there, and at every place imparting the 
precious information that everythiveg was 
lovely, that the Firat Precinct of the Seventh or 
the Tenth, or in some other division, had done 
nobly. Voting dragged a great deal through 
the day, but after 5 o'clock there was something 
of a rush of laboring men in the outside 
wards, and judges, clerks, and challengers were 
kept busily occupied for awhile. As night 
closed in the busy idlers who had spec the day 
discussing politics, chewing tobacco, and an 
occasional beer left their post of (seli-imposed) 
duty and straggled home, comforting them- 
selves with the reflection that they would know 
ali about it when they read Tag Txsuens in 
the morning. 

ONLY ONE. 

The appointment ot Su and Deputy 
Marshals doubtless had the effect of deterring 
“‘irreguiar’’ voting all over the city. The ounce 
of prevention may be said to have worked very 
well, indeed, when, up to 8 o’clock in the even- 
ing; there bad been but One arrest,—that of a 

oor and apparentiv low-down fellow from the 
Eighteenth Ward, who was brought into Mar- 
shal Hildrup's office about half-past 5 in the al- 
ternoon.

THE FALL OF TAMMANY.

New York, Nov. 5.—The election in this city 
to-day resulted in a sweeping victory for the 
people in their battle against- Tammany Hall 
and one-man power. A large majority of the 
voters of the City and County of New York 
went to the polis, ballots in band, determined 
to erush the corrupt faction which, for a num- 
ber of years, has controlled public affairs on 
Manhattan Island, and mercilessly robbed the 
people to benefit itself. John Kelly’s power is 
practically at an end, and the calamity which 
threatened the city in the event of the success 
of the Tammany-Hall candidates, and the con- 
sequent elevation into offices of long tenure 
of the minions of that corrupt political machine, 
is past. The Republicans ot this city did their 
work as electors nobly.

and the falsity of widely-publisned hints con- 
cerning a lack of faith in certain Republican 
districts has been proved conclusively.

GREAT EXCITEMENT. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

New York, Nov. 5—10 p. m.— The municipal 
contest overshadowed everything else. Even 
the Congressional nominees received secondary 
attention, except in Levi P. Morton’s district, 
where the work was hard and the enthusiasm 
great. The voting began early, and a heavy 
volume of ballots was poured into the boxes 
during all the forenoon. Even soon after 6 
o’clock, the time of opening the several hundred 
polling-precincts, long rows of voters were wait- 
ing. At from half-past 8 to 10 the business 
came pouring in. In no election in this city for 
many years has there been such manifest 
determination to vote early. The merest 
glance up and down the streets and 
along the avenues would have shown the veriest 
stranger that to-day was one of intense interest 
and immense importance tothe people of this 
city. There was considerable excitement at the 
ticket-booths of the various parties, but at the 
polling-rooms there was, for the most part, no 
crowd, and buf little excitement, the police pre- 
serving order. 

TAMMANY WAS READY 
and prepared to sell out every other office for 
Schell, but thé Republicans voted straight, 
trusting to the general uprising for the election 
of Assemblymen. The result proves their good 
judgment, as the victory is a com- 
plete sweep. Tammany Hall present- 
ed an unusual scene to-night. lt 
was literally packed with followers waiting for 
returns. Nota Tammany candidate was to be 
seen. Kelly sat onthe platform opening dis- 
patches. His expression grew more and more 
gloomy, and at last he spoke to one of his aids. 
The crowd was putting in cat-calls and hisses 
because no good news came to hand, and some- 
thing had to be done, so the aide stepped for- 
ward and said there was no use. The funeral 
oration might as well be pronounced. In reply 
to yells for figures, he said 160 election districts, 
a majority of them ancient Tammany strong- 
holds, gave Cooper over 5,000 majority. 
KELLY 

was called for and compelled to admit that 
Tammany ‘was badly beaten. This proclama- 
tion caused isses, yells, and extreme confusion. 
A lanatie jumped up and ‘shouted for Cooper, 
whereupon he was knocked down and beaten 
nearly to death. After this brave act the crowd 
dispersed, and at 9 o'clock Tammany Hall was 
dark and deserted. Cooper's headquarters 
were thronged with an entirely different 
class of people, and the returns were recciy- 
ed with unbounded enthusiasm. Union 
Square contained not less than 25.000 peo- 
ple, eagerly awaiting the bulletios posted. 
The eity is ablaze with bonfires. Printing-House 
Square is bright with calcium licht, and every 
newspaper office is surrounded by thousands of

THE ELECTIONS. 

The result of the elections throughout the 
country yesterday is a substantial and gen- 
eral victory for the Republicans. In no 
instance do the Republicans lose, while in 
many instances the gains are positive and 
decided. The result may be given by States, 
as follows: 

Massachusetts has won eternal honor. 
She has beaten Bort by 25,000, which 
national victory is supplemented by the elec- 
tion of the whole Republican State ticket 
and the gain of one Republican member of 
Congress. 

Connecticut fails to elect State officers, but 
elects a Republican Legislature, which will 
be a gain of a Republican Senator, and elects 
gallant Jon Hawizy to Congress, which is 
also a gain. 

New Hampshire gains one Republican 
member of Congress, and secures a Repub- 
lican Senator by the election of a Repub- 
lican Legislature. 

In New York there is another national 
victory in the overwhelming defeat of Tam- 
many by the election of Coorzr Mayor of 
New York City, and a Republican gain of 
two Congressmen. The State Legislature is 
Republican, and will ‘re-elect Conxurne to 
the Senste. 

Rhode Island has mpotes everything Re- 
publican. 


In New Jersey the Republicans gain two 
members of Congress, and one in Maryland, 
and one in Georgia. 

Pennsylvania elects the whole Republican 
State ticket, a majority of the Congressmen, 
and secures control of the Legislature. 

In Wisconsin the Republicans have gained 
a member of Congress in the Milwaukee 
District, and bave secured a majority of the 
Legislature. Michigan has gone Republican 
by an increased majority, electing all the 
Republican candidates for Congress, —a gain 
of one. 

Illinois elects the Republican State ticket, 
secures a majority of the Legislature, gains 
one member of Congress in Chicago, and 
possibly one in the Cairo District. 

These returns aggregate a gain of twelve 
Congressmen and one Senator of the United 
States. 


HONEST JOHN HOFFMAN. 

The people of Chicago have vindicated the 
integrity, personal and official, of Hogest 
Joux Horrman. The people of Chicago 
have answered the libels, the scandalous 
defamation, the vulgar abuse, and coarse, 
cowardly brutality of the Chicago Times. 
Mr. Horrman’s vindication is especially 
complete. His opponent, ordinarily, was 
one of the strongest men in the city. 
The abuse of Horrman and the sup- 
port of Kern by the Times’ was fatal 
to the Democratic candidate. Never 
in the history of even local politics did any 
newspaper ever descend to such depths of 
vulgarity and such infamous calumny as was 
resorted to by the Chicago 7imes. No won- 
der the popular indignation was aroused, and 
that an outraged and insulted people rebuked 
the scandalous sheet by burying all its can- 
didates in overwhelming defeat. 

The Irish, to their credit, have resented 
the indignity put upon them. They have 
rebuked the bribery and corruption which 
ruled the Democratic Convention; they 
have, with immense effect, shown as 
much contempt for the flattery and 
compliments of the Chicago Times as they 
entertained for its abuseandcalumny, They 
have vindicated their independence, sinking 
in the abyss of defeat every man on the 
Democratic ticket who dared utter a word in 
defense or support of the Times candidate. 
In voting for Horgman they exhibited their 
contempt for the Times. The defeat of 
Kern was one of the fortunes of politics, but 
the defeat of the 7'imes was a deliberate and 
all-powerful rebuke to the indecent vulgarity 
of the despised editor of that paper. 

THE ENGLISH GROWL. 

Secretary Evarts’ letter upon the new 
phase of the Halifax fishery award has 
caused a very general commotion in England, 
as might have been expected, considering 
that there is a prospect of $5,500,000 slip- 
ping out of the grasp of the Government 
when it was almost within its clutches. The 
Pali Mali Gazette gives expression to this 
commotion in an article which was printed 
in our issue of yesterday, which is half 
whine and the other half bluster. 

The substance of the Gazette's hrticle is to 
the effect that the United States has chosen 
a time when Englar d has her hands full of 
foreign difficulties to suddenly spring a 
diplomatic mine, and that Secretary Evarts’ 
letter isa tissue of evasions which the En- 
glish Government is not bound to notice. 
The former statement is as absurd and child- 
ish as the latter is weak. 

The complaint of the American people in 
the first instance is, that, partly by blunder- 
ing of their own and partly by the greed of 
the English Government, they have been 
overreached to a degree that barely falls 
short of swindling. Prior to the Reciprocity 
Treaty, the highest price at which the Cana- 
dians offered to sell the license to fish in 
their waters did not amount to $50,000 a 
year, reckoning upon the basis of our entire 
fishing tonnage. For this privilege we re- 
mitted $400,000 of duties a year upon 
their fish and fish-oil. We destroyed our 
own fishing business, and made a market 
for Canada. We gave them the privi- 
lege of our inshore fisheries. In 
addition to all this blundering under the 
provisions of the Treaty of Washington, we 
submitted the money value of the right to 
arbitration. The attorneys on the British 
side trumped up a bill of $14,880,000 upon a 
basis of purely sentimental itemizing and 
avaricious assurance. The arbitration, which 
was packed against us, cut down this amount 
to $5,500,000, which, after allowing for the 
reduction, is still tantamount to a colossal 
swindle. Upon the ground that the fisheries 
benefit other branches of industry, and that 
fish isa wholesome diet for the American 
peopte, we were taxed $5,500,000 fur a prir-

The Marquis of 
Sauispury, speaking for the English Govern- 
ment, now says that those rights, guaranteed 
by a solemn international compact, are sub- 
ject to limitations imposed by the local laws 


| of Newfoundland, about which limitation not 


one word is said in the treaty. Upon gen- 
eral principles, this is an outrage and a gross 
violation of good faith. Bad as it is now, it 
If a local 
law of Newfoundland can affect one provis- 
ion of the treaty, other local laws in 
future may interfere with other pro- 
visions. In point of fact, by in- 
dorsing the interference with one sec- 
tion of the treaty; the English Government 
removes the binding force of the whole 
treaty. If the local authorities of New- 
foundland can shut our fishermen out from 
their waters six months in the year, they 
can shut them out the whole year. If they 
can stop them from fishing on one day of 
the week, they can stop them on any or all of 
the other days of: the week. If they can 
destroy the property of our fishermen in one 
instance, they can in all instances. The 
action of England in the premises, there- 
fora, is either the result of ignorance or of 
dishonesty. There can be no doubt on this 
question, and there is no division of senti- 
ment regarding it in this country. 

As to the charge of pressing this matter 
upon England at a time when she 1s busily 
engaged with foreign complications, it is 
almost too silly to be answered. There is 
nothing in it more dignified than a whine. 
The present time was chosen to press this 
matter because it is at this time that En- 
gland proposes to strike at the treaty, and 
because the time for the payment of the 
money, ont of which we have been swin- 
died, will expire on the 24th inst. En- 
gland’s relations with Russia, Turkey, and 
Afghanistan have nothing to do with our 
relations to the Halifax award, and on the 
latter point the American Government is 
ready to take care of itself, whether England 
is busy or idle. 


MONO-METALLISM AND ITs CON (SEQUENCES 

Europe, and especially England, is just 
now experiencing the inconvenience, loss, 
and distress incident to the craze in favor of 
mono-metallism. Under the lead of Great 
Britain the attempt has been making to de- 
monetize silver, and make gold the sole form 
of money. Germeny, after the receipt of the 
French indemnity, was overwhelmed with 
coin, and fell into the snare of having an ex- 
clusive gold coinage. In the full tide of her 
military glory and plethora of money, Ger- 
many abandoned silver, but, even to this day, 
has not been able to obtain gold enough to 
take up her fsilver thalers, which are still a 
legal-tender in Germany. Though not able 
to take up her silver,Germany has been able 
to create an extraordinary general demand 
for gold and a depreciation of silver. Some 
of the smaller States of Europe adopted the 
same policy, and, as it was discovered some 
years later, the United States also demone- 
tized silver without attracting public attention. 

The depression of trade all over 
Europe, and the advancement of 
gold, because of its scarcity, has reduced 
values of silver and of all commodities be- 
yond all precedent. The great customers of 
England are silver-using countries, India, 
China, and Japan, and South America 
all employ silver, and not gold. The appre- 
ciation of the value of gold and the deprecia- 
tion of the valne of silver have occasioned 
immense losses in India which have pro- 
duced failures in England. Goods sold in 
England at gold values have to be paid for in 
India by the purchase with silver of gold ex- 
change on London. The rate of exchange 
has been so great—the margin of difference 
between silver and gold has been so wide— 
that it has destroyed trade and bankrupted 
the merchants of India. Mono-metallism has 
destroyed England’s best customer, re- 
duced her India debtors to insolv- 
ency, broken up the market for 
British goods, and produced so many 
failures in Great Britain as to almost cause a 
panic. London was once the great market 
for silver. The surplus silver of the world 
found its way to London, and thence was 
distributed to all parts of the earth. It was 
scattered as so much merchandise, and En- 
gland exchanged it at a profit for the natural 
products of other lands. Here, too, the 
policy of mono-metallism has been fatal. It 
has debased the value of silver and advanced 
that of gold. The silver has no market ; 
British policy has demonetized it. It can 
neither be coined where it was once legal 
coin, and cannot be sold. Had the double 
standard been in operation, the deprecia- 


‘tion of silver would not have taken place ; 


India would not have been. bankrupt, and 
the great trade in silver and in British goods 
would have been maintained. 

The time has been for many years that 
England was the great depository for gold as 
well as silver. But the policy of mono- 
metallism has created such a demand for 
gold, to take the place of discarded silver, 
that the habitual supply of gold is no longer 
equal to what it has been. The New York 
Financial Chronicle publishes the following 
exhibit of the imports and exports of gold 
by Great Britain since 1868, including eight 
months of 1878, by which it will be seen 
how severely the gold pinch is now felt. 
The figures are :

The demand for gold is so incessant that 
the surplus on hand is kept down to the 
lowest point. In 1876 and 1877 remittances 
of American bonds largely satisfied 
the gold payments to this country, and 
since then other bonds—State, railroag, and 
municipal—have been sent over here, but 
the constantly-increasing exports from this 
country of merchandise, the declining export 
of gold, and the falling off in our imports of 
merchandise, is a perpetual menace to the 
gold market of Great Britain. At one time 
in Oetober the reserve of the Bank of En- 
gland fell to 27} per cent. That great insti- 
tution has been so sorely pressed dy mono- 
metallism as to have its éondition affected by 
the failure of every large firm or bank in the 
Kingdom. Were it not for mono-metallism 
the vaults of the Bank of England, like 
those of the Bank of France, would be filled 
With the coin ot both metals. ‘The ailver

being no extraordinary demand for gold, it 
being in common use with silver, it would 


be abundant instead of being scarce. 
The folly of mono-metallism is now strik- 


ingly illustrated by the condition of affairs in 


those countries which have adopted it. Not 
one of the States which have of late years de- 
monetized silver has been able to obtain the 
gold to take the place of the discarded silver. 
The result has been the debasement of silver, 
and the debasement of the value of every 
form of property under the scarcity and high 
value of gold. Even England is so drained 
of gold that the utmost exertion of her great 
bank is essential to preserve a sufficiency to 
meet the exigencies of current business. 
France and the United States, the only large 
bi-metallie States, are not experiencing any of 
the perplexities and dangers which beset the 
mono-metallic nations. They have each a 
large surplus of gold; they bave a silver 
coinage and a gold coinage, and, while En- 
gland and Germany have only gold as legal- 

tender and a scarcity of that, France and the 
United States have both coins, both a legal- 
tender, and no scarcity of either. The old 
story that, if silver was remonetized, every 
dollar of gold would leave the country, is 
disproved by the fact that France, where sil- 
ver is the ordinary currency of the country, 
has more gold than England. The stock of 
gold in the United States is now greater than 
at any time in our national history, and if 
there be any scarcity of silver it is due to the 
inability of the mint to coin it. 

In the light of all these facts the people 
of the United States may rejoice at their 
success in compelling Congress to remone- 
tize silver. Had it not been done, and gold 
had been left as the sole metallic currency, 
all idea of resumption would have been long 
since abandoned, and we would have been 
struggling along with greenbacks worth 75 
cents or less, and seemingly farther away 
from specie payments than we were five 
years ago. Remonetization of silver has 
saved the country, has enabled it to resume, 
has filled the land with metallic money, has 
extended our commerce, has destroyed fic- 
titious values, and brought us face to face 
with honest money. While under the weight 
aud oppression of mono-metallism other lands 
are suffering a decline of production and of 
trade, we, protected from any corners or 
scarcity of metallic money, and armed with 
the debtor’s option of payment in either 
metal, can go on producing and prospering, 
regardless whether this or that other coun- 
try clings to or discards the use of the white 
or the yellow coin. 


THE COUNTY BONDS VOTED. 
We assume from the reports which are at 


hand that the proposition submitted by the 
County Board fora new issue of $750,000 
bonds has been approved by a majority of 
the votes cast on the question. If this is 
true, the result is mainly due to a shrewd 
and unscrupulous manipulation of the Dem- 
ocratic tickets. The words, “Against the 
County Bonds,” were printed at the bottom 
of the Democratic ticket, but they were re- 
moved fully an inch from the main portion 
of the ticket containing the words, For 
the County Bonds.” This mode of separat- 
ing the Against, from the rest of the 
ticket made it an easy matter to tear off the 
lower part, which left the ballot a vote in 
favor of the bonds; and, as a matter of fact, 
a large number of the Democratic tickets 
were thus mutilated before they were placed 
in the hands of the ticket-peddlers. While the 
Republican tickets were printed with both 
„For and Against, the words were in 
small type at the bottom, and pgobably a 
large number of voters failed to scratch out 
either one or the other; the effect in every 
such case would be the loss of the vote. 
There is reason to believe that the Repub- 
lican Committee adopted this obscure method 
of putting the question with the knowledge 
that it would result in the loss of many votes 
that would otherwise have been cast against 
the scheme, and knowing and secretly desir- 
ing that the Democrats might then succeed 
in carrying it through in the interest of the 
Ring. Last year, when the ballots were all 
fairly printed, the proposition to issue bonds 
was voted down by over two to one, 
though even then nearly one-half of all 
the votes cast were lost by the failure to 
scratch off either For” or Against. It 
is possible that some people may have voted 
for the issue of bonds in good faith, because 
they had been persuaded that work on the 
Court-House would come to a stand-still 
unless the money were borrowed to continue 
it; but the real reason of the majority for 
the proposition is as we have stated it. The 
result amounts to an approval of the extrav- 
agant and illegal course which the County 
Board has taken, if the bond-issue has been 
approved; for the Board, by exceeding the 
appropriations and voting extras, has 
contracted an unlawful floating debt which 
the new bonds will enable it to pay off, and 
then pursue the same reckless and extrava- 
gant course in the future. The only hope is 
that there may be some restraining influence 
in the new blood introduced this year. 


THE FRENCH REPUBLICANS. 

The politics of France is more nearly com- 
prehended than ever before in the distinct 
organization of two parties,—the Repub- 
licans and the Conservatives. The Con- 
servatives (or Reactionists, as their oppo- 
nents call them) are made up, of course, 
f many factions; there are Bonapartists, 
Legtimists, Monarchists not committed to 
the Legitimate succession, and Conservatives 
proper, who resist the progress of the Re- 
publicans from fear of tho excesses that 


formerly characterized Republicanism in 


France. But these various factions were 
closely united in the late elections, with the 
moral support of the Church and the army, 
and yet they were defeated. This estab- 
lishes the ascendency of the Republican 
party in France; last year that party gained 
control of the Lower House of the National 
Assembly, and this year they have gained 
control of the Senate. 

The election of this year, which occurred a 
week ago last Sunday, involved the political 
complexion of the Senate. This body con- 
sists of 300 members, 75 of whom were 
nominated originally by the National As- 
sembly and hold their positions for life, with 
provision for filling vacancies by election of 
the Senate itself. The other 225 Senators 
are elected by the Departments and Colonies 
of France through the medium of an Elect- 
oral College. This Electoral College corre- 
sponds in some degree to a State Legislature 
in this country, and consists of the Councils- 
General of a Department, which may be 
likened to a State Senate, and delegates 
elected by the municipal councils. The law 
provides forthe retirement of one-third of 
the Senators originally elected every three 
years, so that there are seventy-five vacancies 
to be filled this year. The election a few 
days ago resulted in the choice of delegates 
to the Colleges who will elect twenty-seven 
Republican Senators to seats now occupied 
by Conservative Senators, while the Reruab- 


specie payments. 


licahis did not lose a single Department. It 
is estimated that the Senate will be Repub- 
liean by about fifteen votes. 

It would be an infportant triumph for the 
Republicans to gain control of both Houses 
of the Natronal Assembly under any circum- 
stances, for the change would be as radical 
in any event as turning over both Houses of 
the American Congress to the Democrats 
after the Republicans have controlled one or 
both during so many years. But the Repub- 
lican victory in France 1s especially signifi- 
cant now, inasmuch us it will probably de- 
termine the permanent form of government. 
The present Constitution provides for a re- 
vision in 1881, which will be made by the 
two Honses conjointly, and, as there will not 
be another election of Senaters for three 
years, the Republican majority now 
secured will be charged with this 
important work. Had the Reaction- 
ists succeeded last year in carrying 
the Lower House, and had they been able to 
retain this year their majority in the Senate, 
the continuation of republican form of gov- 
ernment in France beyond 1881 would have 
been very doubtful, and had the form been 
retained the spirit would have been wanting. 
As it is, the Kepublicans command the situa- 
tion, and the life of the Republic will hang 
upon their conduct. 

There are some indications that the Re- 
publicans of Franee will adopt the motto of 
the American Democrats, via. To the vic- 
tors belong the spoils.” It is rumored that, 
once firmly in power, they intend to remove 
the officials who have been identified with 
the Bonapartists, or Monarchists, or Con- 
servatives in the past, and fill their 
places with ardent Republicans. It is 
said that they will not be content 
with changing the personnel of the Civil 
Service proper, but will even invade 
the more sacred precinct of the Judiciary, 
and make wholesale changes on the Bench. 
This will be a hazardous experiment. It 
must be admitted that the Republicans have 
had serious provocation to proceed in this 
way, for at last year’s election the Govern- 
ment machinery was employed unscrupu- 
leusly to compass the defeat of the Repub- 
licans ; not only did the Prefects and their 
subordinates stretch their powers to serve 
the Reactionary party, but the Judges al- 
lowed themselves to be used in the effort to 
suppress and punish a free expression of 
public sentiment. Nevertheless, the adop- 
tion of the American system of Civil Service 
will be a severe strain upon Republicanism 
in France, which has not yet sufficient age 
and development to risk mistakes, and it is 
to be hoped that better counsels may pre- 


vail, 


The Bible question in New Haven, Conn., bas 
assumed a new and somewhat curious phase. It 
will be remembered that afew months ago a 
very excited election was held in that cicy for 
members of the School Board, the issue being 
the religious exercises in the schools, which re- 
sulted in the election of a majority of the Bible 
candidates. Since the election a committee of 
Protestants, composed of ex-President Woo L- 
Sv. of Yale, the Rey. Dr. Bacon, the Rev. 
Joux E. Topp, and the Rev. Dr. Harwoop, 
were invited to meet with the Catholic clergy- 
men to draw up some form of religious exer- 
cises which would suit both and might be sub- 
mitted to the School Board for adoption. The 
effort. to compromise, of course, resulted in fail- 
ure. Thereupon they agreed to the following 
plan 

In ease the Catholie children numbered less tban 
30 per cent of the number of any school, the 
teacher or one of the pupils should read one of 
about thirty selections of Scriptures, the Lord's 
Prayer, and the Ten Commandments, the school 
maintaining a respectful silence; but in case the 
Catnolic children numbered 30 per cent, they were 
to be permitted to withdraw to another room, and 
by themselves use the *‘ liturgy,” including the 
Lord's Prayer, the Angelic Salutation (L Hail, 
Many,” etc.), and the Aposties’ Creed, the re- 
mainder or the schooi holding the other exercises. 

Amiong the more sensible people of New 
Haven there is a general feeling that the plan 
is ridiculous. It has not yet been submitted to 
the School Board, but, if it is adopted, the ex- 
periment will be watched with a good deal of 
curiosity. The only disinterested person in 
this singular mix-up. seems to have been the 
Jewish Rabbi, who did not think the Jewish 
children would be burt by either of the exer- 
cises, and who did not object to anything in ei- 
ther except the Moopy and Sankey hymns, for 
which he had a very positive dislike.

its betterment or increased future efliciency will 
bein the direction or enlargement of the ex- 
isting course of study, or in the nature of 
mechanical accessories, the provisions for both 
of which are dependent upon Congressional 
legislation or money appropriation. 
STANDARD OF ADMISSION, 
As tothe stavcard of admission io the Academy 
the Boara are invariabiy of the opinion that— 
The efficiency of the Academy as a military edu- 
metrumentality would be greatly increased 
by raising the standard of quajfication~ at present 
required of candidates for admission, The evi- 
dence that bas led to this conclusion may be thus 
briefly stated: At present the eancational require- 
ments for the fourth class (first year) of the Acaa- 
emy arc-exceedingly low, lower than are requisite 
for the admission of Freshmen in any of the )ead- 
ing universities or colleges ef the country. These 
girements are not in any degree within the con- 
trol of the Academic Board. but are prescribed by 
gratute. One of the consequences of this low 
Standard is that the greater portion of the time of 
the first year is devoted to the learning of ele- 
gientary branches of knowledge, which could be 
acquired outside of the Academy as readily as 
within it. It is also pertinent to thie discussion tu 
that the present requirements for admission 
te tne Academy are far below those for admission 
into the military and polytechnic schools of 
France, which emorace in the Department of Matu- 


emacs more than is studied during the first year 


at West Point. 

For this and many other reasons which the 
report elaborates at great length, the Board 
unanimously voted to recommend to Congress 
that the standard of educationai qualiticatious 
for admissious to the United States \ilitary 
Academy be raised at the earliest practicable 
moment, and they believe that the efliciency of 
the Academy and the useiulness of the gradu- 
ates to the country will be greatly increased 
thereby. As such change will, however, neces- 
; involve a revision to a greater or less ex- 
tent of the whole academic course of instruc- 
Non, the proper course would seem to be for 
Congress to reter the whole subject to a com- 
mission to report amendments to the existing 
statutes and Academic regulations. 

THE FISCAL SYSTEM. 

In regard to fiscai affairs the report says: 

As before shown, the cost of maintenance of the 
Academy, as at present conducted, is about $250, - 
000 ber annum. This.s about one-fourth the cost of 
sg regiment of infantry, and about equal to the cost 
of keeping an old ship-of-the-line or a first-class 
armored naval vessel in commission. 

In conclusion the Board say: 

With the exception of raising the standard for ad- 
Ants ion to the Academy and the revision of the 

ubsequent four years’ Course of instruction, there 
* in the opimon of the Board. but little present 
demand nor a large opportunity for improving tne 
t condRiven of affairs at West Point, save 
— the granting of some additional appropria- 
tions by Congress. The Board fuily recognize, 


’ however, that the financial condition of the coun- 


try and the present temper of the puollc alike de- 
mand the practice o the most rigid economy in re- 
spect to all national expenditures, and that, there - 
tore, it would be inexpedient, if not useless, for 
them to ask for avy material departure from such 
policy on the part of Congress in determiping the 
next aporopriation of the Acacemy. Tne Board 
have accordingly not recommended the appropria- 


tron of a single dollar for the Academy over and 


above the average amount usually granted, except 
with a view of economy conjointiy with efliciency. 

ter alluding to efforts in some directions to 
excite uvreasonable prejudices ia the public 
mind against this institution, the report cioses 
as follows: 

West Point, in place of being in any degree an 
object of public prejudice and suspicion. ought, 
on the contrary, to be rather ap object of pride to 
the whole nation, an institution of whose gradu- 
ates it is no small compliment to say that they 
neither steal nor tell lies.

RUSSIAN AND BULGARIAN ATROCITIES ON THE 

TURKS. 
BucnaRest, Oct. 18.— The reports of atroci- 


ties committed in the districts evacuated by the 


Russian troops in retiriog from the environs of 
Constantinojile will surprise no one who has 
personal knowledge of the condition in which 
the returning Mussulmans, both civil and mili- 
tary, will und their native villages, as they re- 
occupy the territory evacuated by them upon 
the advance of the Muscovite legions south of 
the Danube. There is scarcely a Turkish vil- 
lage or a Turkish quarter of a mixed village 
which has one bouse left in a habitable condi- 
tion throughout the Whole territory passed over 
by the Russian troops. As the Mus- 
covites advanced, the Mussulman in- 
habitants, uterly panic-stricken; fled with 
the retreating Ottoman soldierv. Witain 
an hour after their departure the Bulgarians re- 
moved the doors, winduws, and furniture of the 
deserted dwellings; and then the first Russian 
battalion which arrived cold, weary, and hun- 
ery encamped for the night in the abandoned 
locality, and used the raiters of the Turkish 
dwellings as fuel to cook their frugal suppers 
and to warm their half-frozen bodies. Fuel was 
practicably unobtainable for a large body of 
men at short notice in any village in Turkey, 
and any other troops would do the same thing 
in similar circumstances. In this way the Turk- 
ish soldiers and peasants lost their rude homes, 
and now, as they arrive once more in their ola 
haunts, they find nothing but piles of broken, 
auburnt clay bricks where they seek the 
homes of their childhood. They find their 
furniture in the houses of the neigh- 
boring Bulgarians; and it is expecting too 
much of half-civilized peasantry to re- 
frain from vengeance in such circumstances, or 
to depend upon half-discipliued regulars to re- 
press such acts of revenge when they find their 
own homesin the same condition as those of 
their less responsible civilian fellow-couvtry- 
men. At the close of the American Civil War 
East Tennessee, which had a population divided 
between the two lately opposing armies, was the 
scene of inuumerable murders and other out- 
rages committed by the soldiers of the victori- 
ous Party upon the persons, families, and prop- 
erty of their returning ucighbors; and certainly 
the populations of ‘lurkey cannot be expected 
to conduct themselves better than those I have 
referred to in the great Western Republie. I 
do not speak from hearsay in either case, for | 
was living in East Tennessee at tue time | de- 
scribe, aud I have seen alli that I describe in 
the country between the Danube and the Bos- 
phorus. This explains why | have advocated so 
many times the occupation of the Turkish 
provinces by neutral troops until the popula- 
tions have quited down, so that they may have 
something else to occupy their attention besides 
the pressing desire to take reveute upon the 
nearest available objects for taeir present con- 
dition of destitution and misery. What has 
already occurred near ConstaMinople is a trifle 
to what will happen if Mussuiman soldiers and 
peasants reoccupy the scenes of desolation 
which await them, unrestrained by anything 
stronger than a paper order from the Sublime 
Porte. In one of the publisped extracts from 
the Rhodupe Commission's report I read state- 
ments of outrages committed upon Turkish 
women at the taking of Lovcha by the Russian 
troops. Thig is utterly untrue. 1 entered 
Lovcha with the Russian soldiers, and the 
whole Turkish poputation had fed. There was 
not one man, woman, or child left to outrage 
or insult. 
A PROUD DAY FOR ROUMANIA. 
Bucharest, Oct. 20, spectul to Londen Times, 

This bas been a proud day forthe Rouma- 
nians. Forthe first time in 300 years a. Rou- 
manian army bas made a triumphal march 
through the natéonal capital, and after such a 
long interval of subjection the people mav well 
be pardoved for the exuberant manifestations of 
exultation which have been visible in the streets 
and suburbs of Bucharest. A review ofjnfantry, 
cavalry, aud artillery was held at Maneassa, a 
suburban village, and, after the ince and 
Princess had inspected the troops, a religious 
service was held upon «a field altar, and at its 
conclusion the column, headed by the Prince, 
marcbed through an improvised arch of triumph 
sixty feet in hight, and of very creditable de- 
situ. surrounded by stands erected for the diplo- 
matic corps and the publie bodies of the capital. 
The city will be illuminated to-night, and a 
grand banquet will be given tothe troops this 
evening. 

I note a Reuter’s telegram from Washington 
in the Times of the 16th inst., asserting that 
Dr. Smith was not authorized to recognize the 
independence of Roumania on the part of the 
President of the United States. 1 can only 
state that Dr. Smith told me himeelf that he 
was the bearer of such a letter from President 
Hayes, and, moreover, that he had presented 
the said letter to bis Royal Highness the Prince 
of Roumapia. 

It is stated bere to-day that the Roumanian 
corps of occupation in the Dobrudja will con- 
sist of 10,000 men, half of which will be taken 
from the force reviewed here to-day. The en- 
try into the pew territory will be made at once. 

The Russians advertise their depot buildings 
and stores for sale at Ibraila, Bucharest, and 
Petroshani.

ALBANIAN TURKS DETERMINED THAT GREECE 

SHaLL GkT NO TERRITORY UNDER THE 

TREATY. 

Vienna, Oct. 20.—According to a letter from 
Prisrend in the Jolitische Co mz, the ru- 
mor that the Forte had decided upon giving up 
Spuz and Podgoritzato Montenegro, and that 
France and Jtaly were doing all in their power 
to induce the Porte to satisfy, at least in some 
measure, the demands of Greece, by which the 
Albanian districts were likely to be given up, 
has caused the Albanian League to stir, and 
the governing central committee of the 
League called together the influential chieftains 
for a consultation at Djakova on the 6th inst., 
where it was resolved to occupy in force the 
road from Uskub to Prisrend; to fortify the 
line of Pristina, lpek, and Djakova, and to keep 
there at least 15,000 men; to send a force of 
8,000 men to the vicinity of Podgoritza to pre- 
vent the Turks from surrendering that place; 
and to issue a proclamation to the regular 
troops inviting them to join the Atbanians. It 
may possibly carry out these resolutions and 
send forces in the directions named; but unless 
the League has found the secret of changing 
the restiess and fickle Albanian nature, even if 
it suceeeds in getting the forces to the places 
d „it will not easily keep them there.

FOREIGN GRAIN TRADE, 
WEEKLY REVIEW. 

Loxpon, Nov. 5.— The Mark-Lane Express 
says: Active progress has been made with 
sowing, and in some earlier districts wheat is 
peginning to show. These, however, are ex- 
ceptions, as it will probably be another fort- 
night before the bulk of the wheat will have 
been sown. English wheat has been marketed 
more sparingly both in London and the prov- 
inces.

Except for the action of America, we should 
probably have seen better prices; but shipments 
bave been so large, and the movement to tide- 
water so active, that neither the badly-condi- 
tioned home crop nor the good Continental de- 
mand have beeu able to combat the depression. 


SAN SALVADOR. 
DESTRUCTIVE EARTHQUAKE. 

Panama, Oct. 26.—The Star and Herald pub- 
lishes a long account of the earthquake in Sal- 
vador on the evening of Oct. 6. In Jucuapa 
nearly every house was destroyed, and many 
tamilies buried in the ruins. At the latest ad- 
vices ten bodies were recovered. Many persons 
were still missing. Nueva, Guadalupe, Santiago 
de Maria, and Chinameca are destroyed, and the 
loss of life is serious in each piace. 

The other towns which suffered by earthquake 
are Guadalupe, Usulatara, the Caseriodel and 
Arenal. Au eruption of the volcano of Santa 
Ana is apprehended, and serious consequences 
feared. 


BOSNIA. 

THE AUSTRIAN OCCUPATION—RETURN OF THE 
CHRISTIAN REFUGEES WHO FLED FROM THE 
TURKS. 

Vienna, Oct. 20.—It looks like confidence in 
the speedy pacification of the occupied provinces 
that the question of the repatriation of the 
Bosnian and Hergegovinian refugees has been 
taken in hand. As the military task was both 
easier and sooner accomplished in Herzegovina, 
the repatriation could likewise begin soouer 
there. The first to stir have been the refugees 
from Montenegro. A number of the old chief- 
tain familics had managed to retain their prop- 
erty without turning Mahomedans. With few 
exceptions they all joined the insurrection in 
1875, and carried with them in a great measure 
the whole Christian population of the districts 
of Nevesinje, Gacko, Piva, Kudine, and Banja, 
inducing them to send the women and children 
into Montenegro, while the able-bodied men 
joined the insurrection and the Montenegrin 
forces. Some of these districts, like Piva, Ku- 
dine, and Banja, have been in part annexed to 
Montenegro by the Treaty of Berlin; and as the 
Montenegrin force had actual possession of 
them, the repatriation of the refugees from 
Montenegro has been going on for some time 
past in these districts. As soon as, by the tak- 
ing of the Klobuk and the occupation of the dis- 
tricts of Nevesinje and Gacko, the Austrian oc- 
cupation of the Herzegovina had been accom- 
plished, no time was lost in opening negotiations 
with Montenegro concerning the repatriation of 
this portion of the refugees. The pro- 

was all the more readily respond- 

ed to, imasmuch as the larger proprie- 
tors were themselves anxious to make 
sure of getting back their property, and a num- 
ber of those who had taken refuge in Montene- 
gro bave already returned. It is the same with 
those Herzegovinians who had taken refuge in 
Dalmatia, mostly from the districts close to the 
Austrian border, whose repatriation is going on. 
It is now thought that a beginning may be made 
with the repatriation of the Busnian refugees 
located in Croatia and in the former military 
front@er district. Measures are being taken to 
repatriate a number of them without deiav; 
and itis hoped that by the end of the vear it 
will be possible to take them all back. 

The whole numberof Christians who fled from 
Bosnia into Austria to escape murder at the 
havuds of the Turks numbered nearly 200,000 
souls.

Toronto, Nov. 5.—Therreport ot Prof. 

Kingston, the Superiateadent of the Meteoro- 

logical Service of Canada, for 1877, has a large 

number of interesting and important details. 

The work of extending the service tor the col- 

lection of these meteorological statistics still 

goes on withincreasing efficiency. New stations 
are being opened, and the service is being made 
always more thorough in those already estab- 
lished. There are now ten chief stations, 


fourteen telegraphic ones, and upwards of 100 
which may be called ordinary. Out of 743 
warnings of storms, 510 were verified; and, of 
these 510,as mauy as 453 were issued in full 


dime to give notice of the storms’ appro®*. For 


the fifteen months previous to the close of the 
year, a synopsis of the weather for the 
weceding twenty-jour bours, and the proba- 
bilities for the next twenty-four, were issued at 
10 a. m. daily from the central office. Of 3,372 
predictions thus issued, 78.9 per cent were veri- 
tied in every particular, and 92.5 were veritied in 
whole or in part. The number veritiec is 
steadily on the increase, so that the number of 
fully-verified predictions for December last was 
87.7 per cent. Prof. Kingston calls stronziy for 
extension of the service as at once highly inter- 
ersting and instructive.

THE EAST-BOUND POOL, 

The Committee of New York trunk lines ap- 
pointed at Saratoga to take into consideration 
the division of East-bound traffic has decided 
that the points of division already agreed upon, 
viz.: Chicago, St. Louis, Indianapolis, Louis- 
ville, Cincinnati, and Peoria, are not sufficient 
to cover all routes by Which freights may be 
shipped to the Kast, and that, in order to make 
the pool effective, the following points sheuld 
be added, viz.: Cairo, Evansville, Lafayette, 
Columbus, Toledo, Detroit, Port Huron, Joliet, 
and Milwaukee. The Eastern Committee 
respectfully requests the Western roads ter- 
minating at the additional points named to 
bring with them to the meeting, which is to be 


held at New York on the 7th inst., the statistical 
information necessary to make the divisions. 

Commissioner Fink, on authority of the 
Trunk-Line Committee, writes the following 
letter to Mr. J. N. McCullough, Chairman of 
the Western Executive Committee, regarding 
the object of the meeting for the information 
of the Western railroad managers: 

The object of the meeting is to make a division 
of the Kast-bound freight, not only between the 
terminal lines from the several pooling points 
which have not yet agreed, but also to make the 
division between the various connections of each 
terminal line and their connections, until the 
rreight reaches its final destination. 

It is not thought possible to make this division 
by the separate action of the Eastern and Western 
Committees, as not only the terminal lines West 
and Kast, but alse the intermediate lives, bave to 
act in this matter and agree to the division; hence 
it was thought necessary that officer? of all the 
roads interested should meet together at the same 
time. 

The work to be done is, of course, one of great 
intricacy and requires more attention than is com- 
monly given tosuch matters in general conven- 
tions, and representatives of roads saould there- 
fore Come prepared to remain until the work is 
finally completed, which can hardly be expected to 
be accomplished in a day or two. It is also of the 
greatest importance that they should bring with 
them all the statistica! information tbat beara upon 
the distribution of tae East - bound freight between 
terminal lines at pooling points and their connec- 
tions, TLoexpliain what sort of imformation is 
wanted, I Will statea few instances, which each 
road can then apply to ite own case.

The terminal roads may be able to show the dis- 
tribution of taeir business from pdoling point to 
destination point, and, if so, they should prepare 
statements as complete as possible, and for the 
longest period of time. 

These statements are merely to be used asa basis 
to such extent as the interested parties may 
specially agree upon. lu the absence of any 
statement, the division could only be made in an 
aroitrary manner, Which might not be satisfac- 


tory. | 

From the foregoing it will appear that the form- 
ation of an East-bound pool, in the manner con- 
templated at Saratoga, requires considerable 
preparatory work before a division can be made; 
and when the divieionis once made it requires 
proper organization and machinery to carry en in- 
to practical effet. All of which questions have to 
be thoroughiy considered. And it is for the pur-

SPANISH SPORT. 


How Seven Bulls Entertained a Barcelona 
Crowd—The Thirst of the People for Blood 
-A Thrilling Fight in the Arena, 

Correspondence Cincinnati Gazette. 

BaRCELONA, Spain, Sept. 25.—Yesterday was 
the fete day of the sainted patroness of Barce- 
lona. As a fitting celebration a bull fight of ex- 
traordivary dimensions was inaugurated by per- 
mission of his Royal Highness the King. Every- 
thing in this country, except the Carlist revolu- 
tion, is by the kind will and generous sanction 
of his Majesty. The season for bull fight game 
is drawing to aclose. This fact, added to the re- 
ligious feeling inspired by the day, brought out 
everybody in boliday attire. The performance was 
advertised to commence at 3 p.m. By 2 o’clock 
the streets leading to the amphitheatre were 
thronged with pedestrians end carMages of all 
descriptions. The women were out in full force, 
and, although the day was chilly, carried the 
everlasting fan, and used it, too. ‘The fans were 
of all colors and fashions. I endeavored to 
trace some connection between the colors of the 
dress, or mantilla, aud that of the fan, but failed 
utterly, A bine fan, a green dress, and a yellow 
mantilla seemed to please the dark-eyed senorita 
equally as well as the yellow skirt, the black 
mantilla, and the white fan. I gave up the 
problem as too deep for masculine eyes to 
fathom. Joining the crowd, we moved along 
with it, and towards the outskirts of the city, 
where the fight is to take place. A greater varie- 
ty of costumes can only be found in Turkey. The 
most violent contrasts of color are to be seen on all 
hands. Beggars sit in the dust, holding up de- 
formed arms, legs, and infants. A tall Spaniard 
hands a. pi of starvation a copper piece, 
seventeen of which are r to 20 cents, and 
asks for half of it back in change. His face 
plainly shows that he has performed an act of 
unusual generosity, A matron clad in a green 

rown gracefully makes a few passes with her 

arge, red fan, and looks excitedly at the list of 
fighters on which senorita, her daughter, has 
discovered som familiar name. Dashing 
through the crowd eomes a company of cavalry. 

Admiration is pictared upon each face as what, 

in America, would be at once put down as a 

minstrel troupe dressed fora Mulligan guard 

chorus passes through the cloud of dust. Then 


follows a regiment of infantry armed with Rem- 


ington rifles and long mustaches. These are 
the civil guards whose function is to repre- 
sent the Government and to preserve order. 


To cut a long walk short, we will now reach 


the Plaza de Toros. Atthe first sight of the 
building a betting man would give heavy odds 
against tae field on its being either a prison or 
a gas-house. There are a number of entrances, 
no one of which could I discover as being worse 
than the other, nor do I think such a thing pos- 
sible. Mounting a flight of.dark steps we come 
out in a corridor running round the building, 
from which doors open intosthe boxes. These 
boxes are at the top, aud just below them what 
would correspond to the dress circle in one of 
our theatres. These are the only parts of the 
amphitheatre under roof. From the edge of 
the gallery rows of stone seats extend down to 
the outer barrier of the arena. Two or three 
yards inside of this is a board fence about six 
feet high, over which the brave but retreating 
chulos are supposed to vault, but for the bull 
the same is considered very unfair piay. 

The clear arena is 240 feet In diameter. Gain- 
ing our seats, we gaze down and around at the 
vast sea of heads. Never has a mere crowd so 
impressed me. It is hard to realize that we are 
living in the latter years of the nineteenth cen- 
tury. The memory of school-boy days, rush 
through our brains, and we can scarcely help 
imagining ourselves at one of the gladiatorial 
combats that Cicero tells about. When the 
gray-headed old Spaniard rides into the arena, 
followed by bands of gorgeous banderilleros, 
picadors, chulos, and gayly caparisoned horses 
to demand the keys from the presiding officer, 
we gaze at the opening gates fully expecting a 
band of Christian staves to appear iustead of a 
bull. The band strikes up a loud flourish; out 
rushes the poor gouded auimal“ The 
delighted spectators receive him with 
shouts and cries of EI toro.” To the 
mane of the bull is fastened a ‘long 
bunch of ribbons; it is his last decoration. 
Rushing from the pen in which he has been 
tortured into a frenzy, the infuriated beast 
makes a charge at the chulos, who wave 
their red cloaks and then boldly leap the fence. 
The vicadors, mounted oa their raw-boned and 
blindfolded steeds, look for all the world like 
so many imitations of Don Quixote. They seem 
to show about as much bravery as that gentle- 
man did when he first heard the noise of the 
windmill. Tey would run, but the bull can 
travel faster than they, as they stand their 
ground lance braced under the arm. As the 
bull rushes at the nearest one he receives the 
point of the lance in his shoulder. Maddened 
by the pain, he plunges his jong, sharp horns 
into the borse’s belly, and away go beast and 
man to the ground. The picador lics as one 
dead. 

The bull gazes at his prostrate foes, and then, 

instead of continuing his work of destruction. 
turns to charge the cloak of achulos. The fall- 
en picador is raised to his feet; he cannot rise 
unaided, on account of his armored legs; the 
horse is dragged and beaten until he rises, or if 
that is vo longer a possibility for the wounded 
animal, he is put out of further misery by one 
of the blue-coated attendants. Avaiu.the bull 
makes a charge at a picador, and again the 
horse is torn open; away be gaops with his eu- 
trails trailing to the ground, while the specta- 
tors rise to their feet, and, instead of crying 
shame, their bravos drown the bellowing of 
the bull. The picador raises his sombrero to 
thank the audience for applauding his valor. 
This continues until the people ‘signify 
their desire for a greater degree of 
cruelty. Theo, while the trumpets biow long 
blasts, the ‘“banderiileros” leap into the 
arena. Each carries two darts, both of 
Which it is his ambition to stick into the bull’s 
already bleeding neck. The distracted, yet 
plucky animal, gazes fora moment at his pew 
adversaries, and then, with head down and eyes 
shut. charges at them. A brave banderillero 
thrusts in his darts and leaps to one side, while 
the bull.rusnes past him. It either of the darts 
fail to stick, the banderillero is hissed as an un- 
skillful player would be at one of our champion 
games of basec-ball. After six or cight darts 
have been fixed, the clapping of the hands and 
shouts of the spectators show that they again 
want a change. A new flourish of trumpets, 
and the matador advances iuto the centre of 
the areas. In one hand he cerries a bright 
scariet cloak, and ju the other a lot double- 
edged. sword. To assist him are a dozen 
wary “chulos,” with their red cloaks. 
The animal, by this time, tas become
